‘ving the House long before this was necessary and 
vafter its agent had given a most solemn pledge that 
this would not be done before the evidence could 
be brought out.

THE PROPOSED RE-MARRIAGE OF MR. ASTOR 


(Chicago Record-He aid} 


T is significant of tendency of thought in the U- 
| nited States concerning marriage that so much 
opposition is being voiced by clergymen and 
laymen to the proposed marriage of John Jasob 
Astor, one of the wealthiest men in the country and 
the father of children by the wife who divorced him 
for marital inficelity, to Miss Madeleine Talmage 
Force, aged 19. 

Mr. Astor’s wealth cannot buy for him the sanc- 
tion of the Protestant Episcopal church, of which 
he is a member, nor can the laws of New York State, 
to his remarriage. It cannot buy for him the ser- 
vices of most ministers of other churches—perhaps 
not of any one—nor even of a justice of the peace 
who looks upon marriage as a sacrament not to be 
lightly entered into. As the letter of a New Jersey 
justice, eager for a fee, shows, itcan buy him. the 
performance of a civil marriage that will be valid 
outside of New York. 

Not many years ago, it might have been taken 
for granted that Mr. Astor could remarry and have 
the ceremony performed by a-clergyman: in good. 
standing in some denomination. If he succeeds in 
finding clergyman now who will undertake the re- 
sponsibility, that clergyman, it is safe to say, will 
injure himself for future church work by the act. 
The churches and the public demand fewer mar- 
riages of persons divorced as Mr. Astor was divor- 
ced. 

The disparity of ages between Mr.. Astor and his 
prospective bride would not be a matter for serious 
public concern alone, {ough the youth of Miss 
Force makes it seem probable in sober-minded per- 
sons, that she is the victim of a moth-like desire for 
the dazzling flame of great wealth. And there are 
many possibilities of unhappiness in such a marriage. 

If the attention that is being called to the case 
of Mr. Astor has no other practical result it should 
strengthen the movement for uniform marriage and 
divorce legislation in all the states. | Our present 
chaotic condition of things as to marriage and di- 
vorce makes ludicrous in the eyes of other nations 
the claim of the United -States to be a highly civiliz- 
ed country.

INCREASING TREE GROWTH 


A man went out west and located a cut-off 


timber tract and he went to work growing trees 
and he has succeeded in making them grow 
twice as fast as they grow in a natural way. He 
does this by building embankments to keep the rain 
water from running away. ‘This intensifies timber 
growth to a surprising extent. 

People who have young orchards should resort 
to this method. When one wants his shade trees, 
in his home lot, to hurry up, he might build a little 
circular embankment about them, so as to keep the 
rain water as long as possible. Trees like moisture, 
and when they get a good supply they grow.—Ohio 
State Journal.

THE SATURDAY NEWS 
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‘ ATHLETIC 


\ALGARY has had decidedly the best of Ed- 
monton this. year in the different depart- 
ments of athletics. The baseball team 

finishes in second place with a fairly good lead. The 
soccer players in ihe southern city did much better 
against the Corinthians than those in the northern.. 
This week Calgary also established its supremacy in 
cricket and golf. 

The cricket game between the two clubs at Cal- 
gary resulted in an utter rout for Edmonton a few 
weeks ago. On Labor Day on the grounds at the 
foot of 21st St. Calgary won out again, though this 
time by such a narrow margin as to furnish plenty 
of excitement to the large crowd that watched the 
play. 

As a matter of fact Edmonton should have won. 
If Dickens had been put on with his googlies after 
Stephens and Barnet had become well set and were 
hitting up the runs freely, or if the Edmonton field- 
ing had been anything like what it hould have bee 
the result would have been quite different. The 
display made by some of the home batsmen was an 
excellent one. They totalled 156, the double figure 
scorers being Hardisty 34, Mountifield 23, Dickens 
22, Jervis 20 not out, Lovell 16, and Anderson 13. 

For Calgary Barnett gave perhaps the finest bat- 
ting display that has ever been seen in Edmonton. 
Going in at the opening of the innings he carried his 
bat for 80. The score was put together in perfect 
style, only one or two difficult chances being given, 
and it was well worth travelling some distance to 
see. Stephens had contributed 59 to the total when 
he was out leg before to one of Dickens’ first balls.

LOWED LINCOLN’S DEATH 


(From the Ottawa Citizen) 


The news that has been receiv- 
ed that Major Rathbone has died 
in asylum for the criminally in- 
sans in Germany. This conclu- 
des one of the most sombre tra- 
gedies in history. Major Rath- 
bone and his fiancee, Miss Harris, 
were guests of President and Mrs. 
Lincoln in the box of Ford’s The- 
atre on the night that the Presi- 
dent was assassinated by Wikes 
Booth. These two young people 
had been invited to take the places 
in the box that was to have bee: 
occupied by General and = Mrs. 
been hurriedly 
called away from Washington on 
that fateful day. It will be re- 
called that the assassin  afler 
shooting President Lincoln, woun- 
ded Major Rathbone with a bowie 
knife as the latter tried to stop 
him. As Booth leaped on the 
fron‘ of the box to spring onto the 
stage his spur caught in the folds 
of the flag with which the front of 
the box was festooned, and he fell 
upon the siage, breaking his leg, 
an incident that assured his detect- 
ion some weeks later. After the 
death of Lincoln, Mrs. Lincoln 
never fully recovered her reasot 
ad died a few years afterwards 
Major Rathbone married Miss 
Harris, and was appointed to a 
consulate in Germany. Not long 
afterwards he went mad and mur 
dered his wife, and for nearly for- 


ty years had been an inmate of an 


asylum for the criminally insane 
Wilkes Booth was pursued and ult 
timately surrounded by a troop of 
cavalry, while concealed in a barn. 
Strict orders were issued that he 
was to be taken alive. Notwith- 
standing this, a corporal put his 
carbine through an erenine cand 
shot the assassin dead. The cor- 


poral later on became insane an 
also died in a lunatic asylum..

at the Athene Theatre in Paris, that of in- 
troducing the fascinating personality of Mr. 


Pickwick {o the Parisian public. This task, so dif- 
ficult that even in England it has never been at- 
tempted, except in the form of short scenes or sket- 
ches, such as Mr.. Irving’s ‘Mr. Jingle,” has been 
undertaken by M. Robert Charvay, in collaboration 
with M. Duval of the Athene. 

M. Charvay knows his Dickens as probably few 
Englishmen do, and he is an enthusiastic admirer of 
Mr. Pickwick. M. Charvay is no stranger to the 
English public, for an adaptation of that very ama- 
sing play of his, “Mlle. Josette, Ma Femme,” was 
produced about three years ago at the Haymarket 
under the title of ““My Wife.” 

Th play M. Charvay tells us is in five acts. 
The first act introduces us to Mr. Pickwick in his 
bachelor’s room’ In the second we are transport- 
ed to Rochester; in the third to Manor Farm, the 
fourth represents the memorable trial, and the fifth 
shows us Mr, Pickwick in the Fleet prison. 

It is extremely difficult, M. Charvay says, to 

dramatize such a work as ‘The Pickwick Papers” 
owing to the fact that it is not a novel in the real 
sense of the word. There is no unity in it, which 
is, of course, absolutely necessary from the stand- 
point of the stage. 
_ “As Mr. Pickwick is to the majority of the 
French public an entirely new character it has been 
necessary,’ said M. Charvay ‘‘to make a few al- 
terations in order to produce a continuous story 
while preserving the spirit and atmosphere. There 
will be singing and dancing in the scene at Rochester. 
At the Manor Farm the Pa‘irians will see how the 
old English Christmas was kept with its Yule logs 
piled up the chimpey, its scraping fiddles, and ils 
long churchwarden pipes.” 

All the familiar characters will appear continued 
M. Charvay. Mr. Winkle, Mr. Snodgrass, Mr. 
Tupman, and the incomparable Sam Weller and a 
number of others, making the very respectable total 
of something like 35 parts. 

The rehearsals are already in an advanced stage 
and Mr. Pickwick’s friends may look forward to 
seeing his kindly face and. rotund person on the 
Athene stage about the middle of next month.

NEW CONSERVATORY FOR EDMONTON 


A city can never have too many first class edu- 
cational institutions in its midst, and with the estab- 
lishment of a branch of the Columbian Conserva- 
tory of Music, this delightful art should receive a 
considerable impetus and will add one more to the 
evidence that the capital of Alberta is fast becom- 
ing:tHe educational centre of the province. 

The Columbian Conservatory, the branch of 
which in Edmonton will be under the direction of 
Mr. and Mrs. Ernest Beaufort, is a very soundly es- 
tablished system which has been in ogue in th U- 
nited States for the past seven years, and whose pu- 
pils nearly reach the 100,000 mark. Although il 
has much more recently been introduced into Cana- 
da, there are already five branches established in 
the Dominion, namely, Winnipeg, which is the head 
of the Conservatory in this country, and which has 
very handsome premises, Vancouver, Victoria, Cal- 
gary and Edmonton. In all the.e branches, only 
thoroughly competent teachers are engaged, the ma- 
jority of them holding the degree of 1..R.A.M.1.on- 
don, (Eng.) or degrees of equal standing. Mrs. 
Beaufort, who will be at the head of the teaching 
staff here, holds certificates from Trinity college of 
Music, London, and also of the Associated Board 
of the Royal Academy of Music and the Royal Col- 
lege of Music, London, besides which she is a grad- 
uate of the Columbian Conservatory. She will he 
assisted by Miss Tdith Holbrook, L.R.A.M., who is 
now on a visit to England, which lady will also teach 
the violin. The elocution department will be ut 
der the guidance of Miss E, T. .Jrons, who is known 
all over Canada as a public performer and a talented 


SS 
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teacher of elocution. Arrangements are being made 
for instruction in musical instruments, other than the 
qiano. 

It is its system for teaching th latter instrument 
method pupils obtain the most thorough ground 
on which the Conservatory prides itself, for by this 
work, making far more rapid progress than by any 
ether system. The Conservatory binds itself un- 
der a guarantee to perform its part of the contract. 
The first year’s course embracing the elements and 
fundamental laws of music sight reading, technique 
etc. and elementary harmony. This course con- 
sists of, in addition to the weekly personal lesson, 
‘vritten lessons and short examination papers, which 
enables the Conservatory to know exactly (he pro- 
gress being made by the pupil, lt would be dificult 
to imagine a system more thorough and more prom- 
ising of turning out successful pupils than this, Ao e- 
presentative of the Conservatory will be most pleas- 
ed to wait upon anybody desiring a demonstration 
of its system of teaching.
